Men alwayshate those to whom 
they are under obligation; If you expect 
gratitude, you deserve gratitude according to 
the practical working of things.” This was the 
experience of an old man, who said, also, that 
“one of the principal things I haye learned, is, 
that things neyer turn out as bad as we feared, 
or so good as we expected. I have learned to 
take very coolly whateyer comes along. ‘The 
world keeps along about the same, no matter 
what happens,” 

We thought of what our friend had said, on 

reading what old Grant Thorburn, who is 
now in his 85th year, says. He says that men 
are fools who are continually grumbling oyer 
a “miserable world.”

Extraordinary Surgical Operation. 


From the California Farmer, 

A surgical operation of such raro delica- 
coolness and skill, as the one we 
sut to record, and which has probably 
not been surpassed in the annals of surgery, 
|was performed in San Francisco on the 
}11th April The facts of the ease are as 
follow : 

About two months and ahalf ago, a Mr, 
Beal, of Toulumne Connty, had the breech 
pin of « fowling piece blown into his body, 
whilo endeayouring to discharge a gun, 
which was rusted and overloaded. Tho 
breech pin ontered under the left arm, break- 
ing a rib in in its pr ss, and finally rest- 
ed in the cavity of the chest beneath the 
heact, where it remamed during the time 
mentioned, producing effusion and purulent 
8 ion, until the cavity of the chest was 
perfectly engorged. We had heen treated 
for the wound but with litle or no relief, 
as the piece of metal still remained in his 
body, although it had Leen vainly searched 
for. 

In an almost dying state, his frame at- 
tenuated and weakened, Mr. Beal was bro’t 
to this city for treatment ; but with scarce- 
ly a hope of recovery. But being a most 
determined character, he readily consented 
to suffer an operation, although he was 
informed that it would probably cause his 
death before the operation could be com- 
pleted. 

Accordingly his 
enced by making an in 
fleshy parts under the loft arm, down to the 
ribs, midway between the spine and the 
breast bone, for the distance of four inches 
and a half. A trarayerse incision was then 
made, three inches long, commencing near 
the centre of the former, and directed to- 
wards the breast-bone, Portions of the en- 
tire sixth and seventh true ribs were remov- 
ed with the saw, and, subsequently, part 
of the first false rib, when it was expected 
that the metallic substance in the cavity of 
the chiest could be readily discovered. This 
hope, however, proved delusiye, asthe probe 
was tried in yain, to its full length, about 
five inches. ‘The external wound was then 
enlarged so as to admit the fingers, in the 
hope of ascertaining by the sense of touch, 
some sinus or opening leading to the m 
tallic body, through which an instrument 
could be passed to ascertain its location. — 
The mos! patient and careful exploration 
failed to reveal anything, although the fin- 
gers were repeatedly passed about the heart 
i every direction, 

As a dernier resort, a stecl sound, near- 
ly fourteen inches in length, was introduced 
to about the depth of eleven’ inches, and 
the cavity of the chest ously, but tho- 
roughly explored, until the locality of the 
metal was ascertained beneath the heart.— 
It was most difficult to determine whether 
the foreign substance was really round, as 
the action of the heart constantly imparted 
& motion to the instrument, which necess 
rily embarrassed the delicate exercise of the 
sense of touch, and the metal was so in- 
volved in the deposit of matter, or so cover- 
ed up by the membranes, that the sensation 
conveyed by the sound was wore like that 
made when coming in contact with the 
bones, than of a foreign and metallic body, 
and required the exercise of a remarkable 
degree of coolness, patience and courage. 

The breech pin was finally seized aud ex- 
tracted, and the patient is now doing well, 
far beyond what could possibly have been 
expected under the circumstunecs, and is 
most likely to recover. 

This magnificent operation, which occu 
pied one hour and a quarter in its perform 
ance, was the work of Dr. E. 8. Cooper, 
assisted by Drs, A; B, Shelden, Webster, 
and others, 

It is most worthy of remark, that Mr. 
Beal suffered the whole of this wonderful, 
dangerous and trying operation, without the 
use of chloroform or ether ; but firmly set- 
ting his teeth, endured the insufferable ag- 
ony for the space of an hour and # quar- 
ter. Sometimes he would say Doctor, 
[can stand this no longer,” when a small) 
quantity of brandy was administered to 
keep him up; but otherwise, he never gave 
groun which could be dl across the 
room in which he Jaid. We certainly con- 
sider this the most wonderful surgical opo- 
ration ever performed in this country, and

The Commercial thinks about as 
results have been seen and felt, as we 
dicted by those who foretold the striking of 
the comet. We were told that a comet was 
a gaseous body, that in event of collision uo 
perceptible shock would take place, and on- 
ly some more or less violent atmospheric dis- 
turbance would result. In this statement 
all scientific men agreed, and we think the 
events of the 13th of June, 1857, will go far 
to confirm th suracy of their deductions, 
and to excite still more the wonder of uned- 
ucated minds at the profundity and extent of 
astronomical research, The Commercial 
cites some reasons why the comet did not 
strike the earth, The tornado was, in ifself, 
no evidence ; for tornados have frequ 
occurred before. But the occurrenc 
series of tornados, at ‘the same hour, in re- 
gions separated by thousands of miles, a 
companied by unusual electrical phenome- 
na, and preceded by other extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, was all that we liad any reason 
to expect from the comet.

‘These two 
items, with the supplementary estimates, come 
to some seyen or eight millions of pounds, or, 
to learn our new way of computation, to some 
thirty millions of dollars, added to our public 
debt in the present session, which, taking our 
population at two millions of souls, is /fleen 
dollars a head for every man, woman, and 
child, or seventy-five dollars for each head of 
1a single session of the Legislature!

no respect curtailed, We have some seven or 
eight Acts creating new patronage, of course 
with new salaries, We are to haye inspectors 
of Fisheries, of Railways, of Steamboats, and 
of Prisons—boundary oommissioners and coun- 
ty attornies in every county in Upper Canada; 
in unorganized territories, where no- 
ives; commissioners for codifying, with 
secretaries in Lower Canada; and a batch 
of Judges to work out thenew Judicature Act. 
Plenty of means to reward friends and can- 
vassers, and a very handsome addition to the 
demands on next year's reyenuc, We haye 
besides given land to build eight miles of rail- 
road, at 63,504 acres per mile.”

in regard to the interferenéa of Costa Rica 
with the Nicaragua Trimsit, and has de- 
claved that hier claims to the ‘Transit, whe- 
ther founded upon conquest or a disputed 
boundary, shall not be admitted. This “is 
a bold determination, aud implies an cutire- 
ly new policy on the part of the Govern- 
|ment—to wit: the assumption of a direct 
jcobtrol over the Central American States 
and their affairs:

jchanan would have most especially avoided: 
| The Crampton-Webstor Treaty megotiat- 
ed under Mr. Filmore’s administration, and 
the principle of which was approved by 
Mr. Webster’s successor, Mr. Ev 
Mr. ster’s § » Mr. Everett, pro- 
posed tosettle the boundary disputes between 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua on terms favora- 
ble to the former State, afd Nicaragua re- 
\jected them for that reasan, The proteste 
of the Nicaragua Minister against the ac- 
knowledgment of the claim of Costa Rica, 
were always very earnest. That treaty/pro- | 
ject was gonerally censured by the Demo- 
crat opposition, aud upon the ground that 
it interfered with the local »affairs and dis- 
putes of the Central American States. 

The President takes the ground of Mr, 
Marcoleta against Costa Rica, but he dif- 
ters frou the position of the Democratic 
party upon the question of intervewtion=— 

Te decides in favor of taking a part in the 
contest between the two States, but decides 
to take part with Nicaragua, and against 
Costa Rica, in this instance, Other cases 
say arise, in which the President, for the 
(ime being, if this principle be admittediand 
established, may decide upon other ques- 
tions between these two parties. 

The'same question, when presented to 
another President, may be differently de- 
cided. 

Mr. Buchanan's decision in the case in- 
volves another point of importance. ‘Lhe 
late Administration looked quietly on, when 
the Nicaragua Transit was interrupted in 
various ways, and refused to take any steps 
to restore it. Mr. Buchanan, on the con- 
trary, declares that Costa Rica shall pot 
block it up, and of course, this involves a 
decision that it shall not be again suspend- 
ed by another power, or by another war. 

Still again another important point is es- 
tablished by Mr. Buchanan's dedaration, to 
wit; a/general surveillance over the transit, 
independently of theClayton Bulwer Treaty, 
and of any interest of any other power in 
the Jathmus. Thus,it Englandshould hap- 
pen to take a diferent view, at any time, of 
this or anyother matter of controversy re- 
lative to the transit between Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua, and should take part with Costa 
Rica in the question, there will arise, neces 
sarily, a quarrel betweeu Great Britain and 
the United States, 

The cecleration which 1 have alluded to 
is vastly more important, because more di 
rect and practical, than anything that cat 
be found in Mr. Buchanan's Inaugural, It 
is tantamount to a declaration of an exclu- 
sive protectorate, or rather dictatorship, ovet 
tho Central American States. 

One effect of the decision is to involve

Were we inclined to be superstitious, we 
might be led to conclude that our country was 
laboring under some dire curse for some ag- 
grayated public sin. Some may find the ex- 
planation or reason of these things in our sys-! 
tematic contempt for the Sabbatical institution, 
and others of the same spirit as “ the historian 
of Saorilege;” may see in these visitations the 
stern and inflexible disploasure of Providence 
Against community, in consequence of their 
haying seoularized the Clergy Reseryes.— 
Others may look upon it as a curse resting, 
upon the country in consequence of its god-| 
less” schools. Such speculations however are 
idle, and it becomes the public to take a com- 
mon sense view of the subject, and try and as- 
certain if the fault does not lie in the careless-| 
hess or ignorance of those who have the lives 
and property of community in their charge. 
How far this was the case in the present in- 
stance, we will not take upon ourselves to any. 
The Coroner’s Jury will ascertain, and upon 
their oaths pronounce judgment accordingly, 
One thing appears evident from the testimony 
already given, that the steamer Montreal was} 
notin a safe condition, haying caught fire three 
times in the same piace before she was con-| 
sumed. The officers, however, supposed that 
the fire could be easily extinguished, and did 
not take sufficient precaution from tho war- 
ings they had received to preyent the recur- 
rence of the accident, 

No censure can be urged against the Cap- 
tain or officers, during the tryiig incidents of, 
the disaster. From alle can learn, cach one! 
played his part manfully, and with apparent 
disinterestedness—the Captain being the last 
to leave the burning wreck, having exerted 
himself to the utmost in rendering assistance 
to the ill-fated passengers. 

It is supposed by some that affairs were ma- 
naged badly, or more could have been saved,— 
that the vessel might have been run nearer to 
shore, had such directions been given in time, 
&e. It is ensy to give advice and make wise 
suggestions after the damage is over, by those 
who were irresponsible, and perhaps out of the 
excitement which such awful scenes occasion, — 
but few can tell how they would act if placed 
in similar circumstances.

By this arrangement that tract of country, 
(one hundred ‘miles square) lying between 
Kingston and Colborne, and comprising the 
Counties of Frontenac, Lennox and Adding- 
ton, Prince Edward, Hastings and Northum- 
berland, together with the wild land now open- 
ed for settlement in the rear of them, would 
receive the benefit of direct immigration, which 
heretofore has only to a yery limited extent

‘The ramrod, of course, 
passed through their bands, shattering 
Saunders’, and a portion of his arms, in a 
ful way, at the time lodging » splinter 
in his chest. His shirt was almost torn 
from his body, and his chest, face and eyes, 
were very severely burned. Lade got off 
easier, though he was also badly contused 
and bumed. But the worst part of this 
melancholy casualty remains to be told — 
Theyamrod, after leaving the hands of these 
unfortunute men, flew down the street, and 
steuck a man named Muelileisen, who was 
standing ata hundred yards from the can- 
hon, cutting his throat from ear to ear, and 


there. Yet recent advices from England 
satisfy us, that Quebec is oxtremely likely to 
be the favored placa, ‘The Imperial Goy 

ernment are sinking, we are assured, all oth- 
er considerations, in military and foreign 
policy views of thé case. — Military author- 
ities are called in, with a view to determin- 
ing upon the safest place for the Seat of 
Government; and, apart. from Quebec dis- 
tancing all other places in regard to securi- 
ty, there is scarcely a military man, who 
has ever been in Canuda, that is not person- 
ally partial to the “Ancient City.’ And 


those in Upper Canada who are determined 
on referring this question to the ome Go- 
vernment for settlement, forget that nearly 
all our literature, and the books which have 
been generally read. about Canada, have 
emanated from Quebec. In fact, English 
knowledge of Canada lias never been re- 
markable for penetrating much beyond 
Quebec and Montreal; and it is a curious 
fact, that-the™ very insurance Companies, 
and other English corporations which do 
business in Canada, almost invariably have 
their head offices in Quebec or Montreal, 
although their chict business may be done 
in Upper Canada, where there is generally 
four or five outer town agencies to the one 
that is found in Lower, AJ this arises 
from thes» Lower Canadian cities being bet- 
(er known, commorcinlly and historically, in 
England than any of our Western cities are. 
The progress of settlement, and the growth 
of cities and towns in Upper Canada, are, 
in fact, almost wholly unknown in England 
except to those who sell us cottons and 
crockery, or who have an interost in our 
iron steeds. Whilst Quebec and Montreal 
rded as atonce the chief séats of our 
ition, our business, aud our education- 


n, and calling out 


al institutions, And we are informed, that 
this knowledge, first derived from military 
people, and secondly, from the many com 
mercial men who have retired to England 
from Quebec and Montreal, is having 1 
»portant effect on the settlement of 
rernment question. We 
shall, in Upper if the matter is de- 
cided in favor of Quebec, have a great deal 
of interesting history about the strength of 
the place, and very good advice, doubtless, 
about the desirability of keeping our pub- 
lic documents safe; but we shill hear very 
little about the number of Durham bulls 
we import into Upper Canada annually, 
and the quantity of bread, made out of 
Upper Oanadian flour, that tho Colonial 
Sceretary himself may chance to consume 
whilst writing his report. The wonder, 
and its consequences, of western settlement, 
is not, and, indeed, cannot be properly un- 
derstood in England; and whilst military 
men, who are consulted nbout the Seat of 
Government, undnimous in favor of 
Quebeo, things may be taking place in the 
west, which will render it at once unreason- 
able and improper to oblige the people to 
go #o far cast to tratsact the enormous bu- 
siness they will have to do. ‘These, how- 
ever, are tho military and historical features 
of the case. 

The national features, are, that England 
looks for trouble in the United States on 
the slavery question, and a br up of the 
Union; in which caso she would clearly 
desire us to have tho strongest fort on the

Dr. Bowlby 
of Berlin was immediately sent for, and 
Was very soon at work doing his best for 
the living sufferers, We understand that 
he hud to remove two fingers and a portion 
of one of Saunders’ hands, and also removed 
several of the shattered bones of the fingers 
and wrist In fuct this poor fellow isin a 
most critical state, and may be blind and 
maimed for life. He is a most respectable 
and hard working mechanic. and has a wife 
and a young family. Lade is not seriously 
injured, we believe, though he will be a pa- 
tient for weeks, 

Muehleisen leaves behind him a wife and 
child, and an aged father, all dependent up- 
on him for support, He was a respectable, 
industrious man, 

We understand that a Coroner's Inquest 
will be held to-day upon the body of the 
deceased by Dr. bowlby, when we shall 
probably find out the cause of this most 
heartrending accident. :

The entire valley of the 
Saskatchewan is ao flooded with this fruit- 
ful source of mischief to the red man, that 
it is almost tho exclusive commodity with 
which the Hudson’s Bay Company progures 
the large stock of proyisions obtained from 
the Saskatchewan.

predicts a downfull in the price of butter. He

From all accounts it would seem that du- 
ring the next six months butter will touch the 
lowest point that it has seen this many years. 
Before the discovery of gold in California but- 
ter sold from 18 to 20 cents per pound, but on 
emigration setting in for that quarter, the alip-

100,000 firkins per year, nd was yrorth about 
one million five hundred thoysand dollars to 
the traders in that artiolo in this city. his 
domand of oqurge eahancesl the prigeof huty 
ter with us, and.{t. soon reached 80 cents per 
ound, qt retail, and has avera, zed that for the 
fast five years.

At the establishment of the Hudson’s Bay 
monopoly, no such proprietary right as the 
Company now claims could ‘have been contem- 
plated, nor did they, before the union with the 
North-west Company was effected, openly as- 
sert them; and if that association of capitalists 
could legally resist the“Hudson’s Bay Company 
and set their charter at defiance, we cannot see 
why the same thing may not be done to-day- 

The following article on the Fur Trade, to 
which allusion was made last week, contains 
much interesting information ;— 


Fur Trapve.—Early in the 17th century the 
shores of the Arctic seas were found tenanted 
by furred animals of great value; and the idea 
of forming a settlement was suggested by Gros- 
seliez,a Frenchman. The suggestion was made 
first to his own government; but as it was‘cool- 
ly received, he obtained, through the English 
ambassador, an interview with Prince Rupert, 
before whom he laid his plans. The prince 
warmly entered into the project, and assisted 
in fitting out a vessel, which reached in Sept'r 
1668 the river then called Nemisco, to which 
the adventurers gave the name of Rupert, in 
honor of the prince. After wintering there 
with less difficulty and suffering than they had 
anticipated, they returned and gaye 80 favora- 
ble a report that Prince Rupert, the Duke of 
Albemarle, the Earl of Craven, Lord Ashley, 
and others, formed themselves into a company, 

‘and subscribed £10,500 for the’ purpose of 
‘commencing a traffic in furs. A charter of in- 
corporationwas granted by Charles IL. in 167 
giving to the Hudson's Bay Company full pos- 
session of “All the lands and territories ipon 
the countries, coasts, and confines of the seas, 
bays, lakes, rivers, creeks, and sounds, in what- 
soever latitude they shall be, that lie within 
the entrance of the straits, commonly called 
Hudson's Straits, that are not already actually 
| possessed by or granted to any of our subjects, 
or possessed by. the subjects of any other 
Chnistian prince or state.” And the charter 
proceeds to grant further, that “The whole 
| nnd entire trade and traffic to and from all ha- 
yens, bays, creeks, rivers, lakes, and seas into 
which they shall find entrance by water or 
land ont of the territories, limits or places 
aforesaid ; and to and with all the natives and 
people inhabiting, or which shall inhabit within

By these vigorous measures the 
French court was awakened to a sense of its 
neglect, md Grosscliez, already detached from 
the English service, was sent out in the year 
1682 to found o factory on the river Hayes, 
which he accomplished, and also surprised the 
Sritish Factory on the Nelson. After this 
time hostilities became frequent between the 
French and the English settlers ;_yetnotwith- 
standing immense losses sustained by the com- 
pany from 1682 to 1688 (amounting to L.118,-

River settlement was 
destroyed by the massacre of the governor, 
Mr, Semple, and many of his associates, while 
the survivors were driven away, But this me- 
lancholy and barbarous state of affairs was put 
an end to by the union of the rival companies 
in 1821, siuce which the trade has been peace- 
fully and successfully prosecuted. When the 
partnership of the North-west Company was 
about to expire in 1821, the three London 
representatives of the firm offered to merge 
their interests in those of tho Hudson's Bay 
Company. This was agreed to, and an act of 
parliament was passed (1st and 2nd Geo. IV., 
cap. 66), under which the crown grants to the 
Hudson's Bay Company and to the three re- 
presentatiye partners of the North-west Com- 
pany in London and Montreal a license of ex- 
clusive trade for twenty-one years in the “ In- 
dian territories ;” that is, over all those tracts 
that might not be included in the charter given 
|by Charles IL, and also over those tracts 
which by mutual consent were open to the 
subjects of England and to those of the United 
States, The three North-wést Company 
agents merged into the Hudson's Bay Compa- 
ny; the exclusive trading license was surren- 
(dered in 1838; and, after careful investigation 
on the part of the government, the Crown 
granted on the 30th of May, 1838, another li- 
cense for twenty-one years of exclusive trade 
oyer the Indian and neutral territories, 

The affairs of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
are at present conducted by a governor, depu- 
ty-governor, and a committee of 7, elected by 
239 proprietors, representing a capital of 
L.400,000. Of the 239 preprictors, 65 have 
more than two votes, 1.900 of stock must be 
held for six months by-each yoter previous to 
voting, except such stock be acquired by be- 
quest or marriage ; and cach member of the 
committee must hold not less than £1800

The mode of election, oaths to be ad- 
ministered, government, &c., are prescribed 
by the charter of Charles II., already referred 
to. Accordingly, the Company has established 
at the Red River settlement a goyernor coun- 
cil, recorder, sheriff, corner, &c., for the pro- 
per government of the affairs of the Assiniboia, 
or Red River Territory, and for the careful 
and legal administration of justice throughout 
Rupert's Land. Though not enjoined by the 
charter ef 1670, trial by jury was inteodanad 
by Sir George Simpson under the direction of 
the Hudson’s Bay authorities in England.— 
Crime is comparatively rare in Rupert's Land ; 
and justice is admimstered under the same 
safeguards that exist in England, 
The traffic of the Company in furs and pelt- 
ry is regulated hy a Deed Poll, dated March 
26th, 1821, when the North-west Company 
and it united; and by another Deed Poll, da- 
ted June 6th, 1834, “for ascertaining the 
rights and prescribing the duties of the chief 
factors and the chief traders, and for conduct- 
ing the trade.” ‘The business of the Company 
is superintended by the twentysfive chief fac- 
tors at the respective statiofs; and under 
them the twenty-eight chief traders carry on 
the traffic with the Indians. ‘The clerks serve 
under both the factors and the traders; and 
the yery humblest clerk, by good conduct, may 
tise to the chief positions in the service of the 
Company. The salaries of the clerks range 
from £20 to £100 per annum, ‘Three chief fac: 
tora and two chief traders are allowed to leave 
the country annually for ono year, 
The Hudson's Bay Company have no monop- 
oly, a8 some acppose, of the importation of furs 
into England; they have to compete with the 
furs of the United States, of Russia, of Norway, 
&o.; and if other traders can undersell the 
Company the public have of course tho benefit, 
Beayer and othor skins arc now much lower in 
price than formerly when so much used in the 
manufacture of hats; and the gradual reduction 
in the price of foreign furs has been chiefly 
brought about by the steady supply from the 
Hudson's Bay territories. Heneo London is the 
most extensive fur market in the world. The 
fall in the prices of all furs has been very grent ; 
but as beaver constitutes the largest item in val- 
we, the reduction of profit to the Company will 
bo seen by comparison with tho prices nud 
amount of sales. The number of skine sold in 
1839 was 56,486 for £76,312; those sold in 1846 
wero 45,889 for £7,856, There is also great va- 
riety in the prices of articles of similar denomi- 
nation ; but the Company aro obliged to pay 
the same price to the Indians for all skins ac- 
cording to the tariff; whether the skins ar 
good or bad the Company must buy thom,—
